able, In the villages which had been subjected to air abtack the officers ; 
the smallest bomb crater to be five meters in diameter. ilewever, peaple were 
still living in some of the villages which had been shelicd by the Quote. 


The entire Siliwangi Division, which was cleared from the pockets in Ves 
after the first military action, had returned to their former positione. 
troops appeared to be better armed since new weapons had been acquired by 

attacking Dutch patrols and convoys in West Java, particularly at Adfiberans., 
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The guerrillas,which were stationed in every part of West Java, in the 
as Well as little tows, such as Bandung, Cheribon, Kuningan, Garut and 

Tasikmalaye, were in the process of consolidating their positions and ha 
been unified under one command, with headquartere in West Java. The & ia 
been infiltrated by exmed and unarmed guerrilies who engaged in Maunderpvownc

Dutch counter-measures consisted of patrol activity with the assistance of 
airplanes, and constant shelling of those places thought to be inhabited by 
the guerrillas, 
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
